the men. 
Sheriff Nellis has appealed to Gov. 
Deneen for more soldiers and addi­ 
tional companies are expected in be­ 
fore morning. 
Three Blacks iii Jail. 
There are three negroes in the jail. 
One of them, John Pratt, was arrest­ 
ed Wednesday afternoon on a charge 
of snatching purses, from women, 
and later confessed. He was immedi­ 
ately Indicted by the grand jury and 
it is believed the mob is after him. 
The mob began forming shortly aft­ 
er dark and as soon as the talk of 
lynching reached Sheriff Nellis he 
appealed 
to Governor Deneen 
for 
troops and swore in 20 deputies. 
A crowd gathered about the jail 
about 9 o’clock but no attempt to 
rush the structure was made until 
shortly before midnight. 
Nellis made good his promise to 
shoot and several in the mob went 
down at the first volley. 
Following the volley the mob with­ 
drew to a safe distance and began fir­ 
ing into the jail, but injured nobod}’. 
The injured were carried away by 
friends and the extent of their injur­ 
ies as well as their identity wras con­ 
cealed.

Nellis of Alexander county, asking 
that a company of troops be ordered 
out to assist him in preserving or­ 
der in Cairo, where there was fears 
of a riot. 
Governor Deneen ordered Company 
K of the Tenth infantry, at Cairo, to 
place itself at the disposal of Sheriff 
Nellis, who stated that he had sworn 
in five deputies. 
Sheriff Nellis informed Governor 
Deneen that Wednesday two colored 
boys had been snatching purses on 
the streets of Cairo and that two 
women 
had 
been 
robbed, one 
of 
whom was a relative of Annie Pel- 
ley, the girl who was recently as­ 
saulted and murdered, and 
whose 
murder caused the lynching of Wil­ 
liam James, a negro.

In brief, the 
regulations 
declare 
that all 
unmixed 
spirits, 
distilled 
from grain, prepared in the custo­ 
mary way, are entitled to the name 
"whiskey,” 
without 
qualification. 
Blended whiskey must be labeled as 
such. 
The terra “whiskey” however, is re­ 
stricted to distillates from grain, and 
under 
the 
regulations, 
distillates 
from other substances, labeled "whis­ 
key,” are misbranded and the person 
guilty of misbranding may be pros­ 
ecuted.

Three BIjicks In Jail. 


«; There are. three--negroes 4n the^jail. 
One of them, John Pratt, -was arrest- 
ed Wednesday afternoon on a charge 
of snatching purses, from women, 
and later confessed. He was immedi- 
ately indicted by the grand jury and 
it is believed the mob is after him. 


The mob began forming shdrtly aft- 


er dark and as soon as the talk of 
lynching reached Sheriff 'Nellis he 
appealed to Governor Deneen for 
troops and swore in '20 deputies. 


A crowd gathered about the jail 


about 9 o'clock but no attempt to 
ush the structure was mad^ until 
ihortly before midnight. 
.(Nellis made good his promise to 
ihoot and several in the mob went 
down "at the 'first volley. 


'Following the volley the mob with- 


drew to a safe distance and began nr- 
ng into the jail, but injured nobody. 


The injured were carried away by 


'riends and the extent of their injur- 
es as well as their identity was con- 
cealed.

He was immedi- 
ately indicted by the grand jury and 
it is believed the mob is after him. 


The mob began forming shdrtly aft- 


er dark a-nd as soon as the talk of 
lynching reached Sheriff 'Nellis he 
appealed to Governor Deneen

A crowd gathered about the jail 


about 9 o'clock but no attempt to 
ush the structure was ma<te until 
ihortly before midnight.

drew to a safe distance and began nr- 
ng into the jail, but injured nobody.
